The Need 


Larger supplies of Scriptures are needed each year. 
So far it has never been possible to supply enough 
Bibles. Literacy is increasing today throughout the 
world by leaps and bounds. Before it is possible to have 
world brotherhood and a just and enduring peace 
among nations, it is important that these new literates 
shall have an opportunity to come into the presence of 
Jesus, the Son of God, who alone can make them free. 
He alone can supply the Way, the Truth and the Life 
that will cleanse them from prejudice, selfishness and 
ideological errors that stifle good will and brotherhood 
and destroy the dignity and the rights of man. He 
alone can teach them the value of being good shep- 
herds, willing to risk life itself to save straying and lost 
sheep. He alone can save those who sit in darkness and 
in the shadow of death, and guide their feet into the 
way of peace. Truly, as we face up to the task of 1954 
and of later years, we discover at once that the work 
of the Bible Societies has only just begun. 


The Challenge of 1954 

The 150th anniversary of Bible Society work brings 
a challenge to the people of the United States; for, 
although the American Bible Society is twelve years 
younger than the British and Foreign Bible Society, a 
comparison of the translation and publication work of 
both Societies is very humbling.

The Good Will Book will.contain the names of all 
who have contributed a dollar or more—and more is 
needed—to send Scriptures to spiritually hungry 
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people throughout the world. ‘The book is a project of 


the twenty-four national Bible Societies in the United 
Bible Societies as a part of the celebration of the jubi- 
lee in the 150th year of Bible Society work. At least 
forty other nations are expected to be represented. 

Signatures will be arranged in geographical order. 
For example, names from Rio de Janeiro will appear 
in the Brazil section under Rio de Janeiro. Names 
from Greenview, Illinois will be in the United States 
section, in the Illinois division, under Greenview. 

Only the signatures will be in the book. Neither 
the street address nor the amount of the gift will ap- 
pear.

Not all of these 991 new languages and dialects 


made available since 1804 have been translated and/or 


published by Bible Societies. The Bible Societies, 
however, have been the leaders and have done by 
far the greater part of the work or have inspired 


others to do it for them. Although the Bible has been 


translated into many more languages and dialects 
than any other book, the work of the Bible Societies 


has just begun. There are still about 1,000 lesser 
languages and dialects in which no part of the Holy

SCRIPTURES 


There is no more gracious ministry than that of 
supplying embossed Scripture volumes or ‘Talking 
Book Records to the blind. For 118 years the Ameri- 
can Bible Society has been publishing, distributing 
and donating embossed volumes of the Word of God 
to the blind at a mere fraction of their cost to the 


| Society. In spite of this long period of service and of 


the cooperation of other Bible Societies and organi- 
zations, the work for the blind can be said to have 
only just begun. The American Bible Society alone 
has issued 250,000 volumes and 165,000 records in 
37 languages, but in spite of what has been done by 
all the other groups working in this important field, 
there are still less than 100 languages in which the 
blind can receive and possess for themselves some 
volume or record of the Word of God. Here again 
the work of the Bible Societies has just begun. 
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has been translated into only 200 languages or dia 
lects, and the New Testament into only 257 more, 0 
457 in all. In the rest of the languages there are onh 
one or more Gospels or Portions of the Bible. Ther 
there is also the need for constant revision as addi 
tional ancient manuscripts are discovered and as th 
spelling, orthography, vocabulary and use of th 
words in each language change from one generatio1 
to another. Since the field is the world, and as th 
seed is the Word of God, truly the translation and re 
vision work of the Bible Societies has only just begun

instituted in 1925. It is only fair to say, however, that 
the National Bible Society of Scotland, instituted in 
1860, is completely independent and has _ issued 
9,896,434 Bibles, 14,580,809 Testaments and 124,034,- 
328 Portions and has also cooperated in the work of 
translation and revision in 48 languages. 


Our Share 


The drop in the value of the pound sterling from $4.86 to 
$2.80 has reduced the purchasing power of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society substantially. If the pound were still 
worth $4.86, the people of England and Wales would be 
donating 1.548 cents per capita each year to their Bible 
Society. Even at the reduced values of their currencies, 
Australia is donating 1.775 cents per capita and New 
Zealand 4.633 cents per capita, and each expects to increase 
its gifts in 1954. Canada is donating 3.38 cents per capita 
and hopes to do better in 1954, while in 1953 the American 
people donated 1.157 cents per capita. Surely we, too, must 
make 1954 a year of general advance in gratitude for the 
magnificent harvests already achieved.
